We have authority to say that 
their value is about £12,000, a sum quite sufficient to include 
very costly presents. Amongst the group are some interesting 
specimens of armour for many years possessed by ancient 
Nepaulese families ; also curious specimens of firearms, swords, 
&c., including some beautiful Weapons mounted with gold; a 
quantity of goblets, cut with great ingenuity from rhinoceros 
horns ; casks of musk; a Nepaulese chattah, or umbrella; four 
elephants’ teeth of large size—one pair quite straight, of the

The President seems to have won golden opinions from all sorts 
of people during his ‘ progress”’ to St. Quentin. Whenever the 
prince has an opportunity of addressing his subjects, or fellow. 
citizens, or what you will, he contrives to win his way to their hearts 
by his frank, straightforward, and cordial sentiments, The speech 
which the Prince delivered at the banquet given in his honour at 
St. Quentin is a worthy pendant to the admirable address which he 
delivered upon a similar occasion some months past at Angers. 
In a most friendly and kind manner he also spoke to the workmen 
at St. Quentin when he distributed to them their rewards. 

It was after the conclusion of the religious service that the Pre- 
sident went in his carriage to visit the different manufactories, 
where he found the workmen at their labours; and was received by 
them with the warmest marks of sympathy. At ten o’clock the 
President proceeded to the railway terminus, in the midst of a dense 
crowd of people, From a house situated at the extremity of the 
fanbourg, and which was noted as the head- quarters of the Dema- 
gogues and the Reds, some cries were attempted similiar to those 
which were heard on the eve of the review, but they were soon 
drowned in those of ‘ Vive Napoléon!

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House oF Lonps, on Monday, the royal assent was given by com- 
mission to the Process and Practice (Ireland) Bill, and several other bills. 
The Marquis of We-tmeath moved the second reading of the Encumbered 
Estates Act Amendment Bill. Aftersome discussion, in which Lords Carlisle, 
Stanley, and the Marquis of Lansdowne took part, it was read a second time. 

On ‘Tuesday the House went into committee on the Australian Colonies 


Government Bill. Clauses up to 25 were agreed to, and progress was 
reported. 


On Thursday, on the motion that the South-Eastern Railway (Amendment 
of Acts, Power to raise Additional Capital) Bill be read a third time, it was

It is strange to what an extent a new substance found in 
nature will alter all the habits of man. We see it especially in the 
metals, how the civilization seems even to depend on some of them, 
and how they mark more or less all the external life of a country 
with their unmistakeable handwriting. Leather bottles have long 
given way to glass; but Mr. Alexander M‘Dougall, of Manchester, 
has somewhat returned to the old method by using barrels lined 
with gutta percha, for carrying muriatic acid, instead of the glass 
carboy. So far this new product acts like a malleable glass, and it 
will be the means of taking many substances to great distances, 
where the danger and expense of glass now entirely prevents their 
use. We feel that in every new substance, and of course to some 
extent in gutta percha, we have a new agent, how extensive we do 
not know, but still new. It has already begun to affect our habits 
in an humble way, and with them, consequently, our modes of 
thinking, to an equal extent.

BORDER WARFARE IN THE TIME OF BARNARD GILPIN,

SPAIN. —MADRID.—GRAND CEREMONIAL.—BIrTH OF A PRINCE 
on Princess oF Asturias.—The Madrid Gazette publishes the 
following royal decree :— 

‘* In order that the ceremonies to be observed on the birth of an heir appa- 
rent to the crown, if Divine Providence permits the realization of sith’ a@ 
happy event, should take place ina manner and form according to the cuss 
toms of my august progenitors, with the exception of such modifications as 
may be introduced in consequence of the alterations the political and 
administrative Government of the nation have undergone, I hereby decree 
as follows :— 

‘Article 1. At the presentation of the Prince or Princesa of Asturias 
there will be present the Ministers, the chief functionaries of the palace; a 
deputation from each of the legislative bodies, composed of the presidents, 
two vice-presidents, and two secretaries; a commission of two individtials 
named by the deputation of grandees, captain generals of the army and navy, 
knights of the Order of the Golden Fleece, presidents of the supreme tri+ 
bunals, and the vice-presidents of the Royal Council, members of the late 
Council of State, the Archbishop of Toledo, Patriarch of the Indiés, Com- 
missary-General of the Cruzada, those who have been ambassadots, the Cap- 
tain-General of New Castile, Political Chief of Madrid, Alcalde Corregidor 
of Madrid, a commission of two counsellors of Madrid nated by the corpo- 
ration, the directors and inspectors of the different military departments, and 
the Director-General of the Nav 


“Art. 2. The foreign diplomate eorps will be invited to assist at the cere- 
mony through the medium of the introducer of ambassadors. 

“Art. 3. The above-mentioned individuals will present themselves in 
uniform at a moment’s notice. 

“ Art. 4, This decree will be communicated by the President of my Council 
of Ministers to all the Ministries and to the major-domios of the palace, in 
order that they may take measures to ensure the punctual presence of all the 
persons designated therein. 

“ Given in the palace, this Ist of June, 1850. 

“ Signed by the royal hand; the President of the Couneil of Ministers, the 
Duke of Valencia.” 

The other royal order is as follows :— 

‘« Most Excellent Sir,—Her Majesty, desiring to give a proof of the esteem 
which the inhabitants of this most heroic city merit, has been pleased to 
order that, as soon as her confinement has taken place, it shall be announced 
in such a manner as to make known the sex of the new-born prince or prin- 
cess; if it be a prince, the Spanish flag will be hoisted over that part of the 
painee called the Punta de Diamante, and a salute of twenty-five cannon will 

e fired from the mount of the Principe Pio, at the gate of the Atorcha and 
that of Los Pozos; if a princess, the flag will be white, and the salute of 
twenty-five guns will only be fired from the mount of the Principe Pio. If 
the confinement oceur during the night, two lights will be suspended by the 
side of the Spanish flag, and one for the white one, a& the case may be. 

“This royal order is communicated to you to be carried into due effect. 
May God guard you many years,

PaLeRMO,—The Constituzionale of Florence quotes a letter from 
Palermo, May 20, giving an account of a new attempt at insurrec- 
tion which was promptly pul down, in the peuy of that city. 

Tue Hacus.—The Second Chamber of the States General, in 
its sitting of the 6th, voted an address of condolencé to the King 
on occasion of the death of his eldest son, Princé Maurice. The 
theatres of the Hague have been closed. The funeral of the 
young prince took place on Monday. Prince and Princess Frede- 
rick of the Netherlands, with their illustrious daughters, Princess 
Louisa and Maria, quitted the capital on Monday morning by spe- 
cial train, for Amsterdam, en route for Stockholm. 

Vienna.—Hungarian deputies who did not go to Debreczin 
have all been acquitted, and the proceedings against the remainder 
are expected to terminate speedily, 

Bervin.—The King of the Belgians has communicated to the 
King of Prussia his desire of forming a treaty of commerce be- 
tween the two kingdoms, 

Warsaw.—The Warsaw Courier states that on the Ist inst., 
at one o’clock, his Majesty the Emperor and the Cezarewitsch, 
quitted Warsaw, and returned to St. Petersburg. The illus- 
trious guests of his Majesty also left for the same capital, the Prince 
of Prussia and Prince Frederick Charles. The distinguished per- 
sons forming the imperial royal suite left for St. Petersburg at 
the same time. 

Praour.—The progress which the cholera has made in Prague 
is fearful; itis said that on the 26th ult. 27 persons died of this 
epidemic, and among them several highly-esteemed men in the 
upper circles, 

WEDEN.—At Stockholm the bans between the Crown Prince 
and the Princess Louisa were published on Sunday in the palace 
chapel, for the first time. The Princess is to land at the park 
on the 15th, and remain at Castle Haga, Malmo, till the 19th, 
when she will make her entry into Stockhoim, 

Scuteswic.—-A letter from Hamburg of the 6th, in the Ind/pen- 
dance of Brussels, says :—''The intelligence brought by allthe travel- 
lers who arrive from Copenhagen informs us that that capital 
is surely bare of troops, all having been directed on the frontier 
between Jutland and Schleswig. The troops have also been sent 
from the interior towards the same spot, At no period has the 
Danish army been so numerous and so well organized; it is now 
about 50,000 strong, separated into two bodies, one stationed at 
Colding, and the second at the Island of Alsen, which is united to 
Schleswig bya bridge. The army of Holstein also, since the re- 
serves have been called out, is nearly 60,000 strong. Its organization 
and discipline are excellent,” 

CoNSTANTINOPLE.—Sir Stratford Canning and M. Von Titoff 
have had several conference with the Grand Vizier relative to 
the Turco-Russian boundary question. It was the intention of 
the Sultan to proceed forthwith to Scio. 

DaNnuBiaAN Principatities.—The number of Russian troops 
has again been lessened; the contingent will soon be reduced 
to the number of troops stipulated in the treaty. The distress in 
the principalities is indescribable; requisitions of all kinds, money 
as well as natural proiucis, both from Russia and Turkey, have 
reduced these otherwis: fertile and productive lands to the utmost 
extremity. 

Uniten Svates.—By the royal mail steam-ship Hibernia, Capt. 
Lang, arrived at Liverpool on Monday, there are advices from New 
York to the 28th, Boston to the 29th, and Halifax to the 3lst ult.

Tus Brazits AND River PLatE.—The accounts from Rio con- 
firm the statements concerning the terrible ravages of the yellow 
fever in that city. Vessels had arrived from Rio, direct from 
Europe, with cases of fever on board that had broken out at sea, 
showing that the epidemic was not confined to the shores and har- 
bours of South America, The average number of deaths was about 
250 a day. The epidemic had spread to all the neighbouring towns 
on the shores of the harbour, and even to the town of Petropolis, 
forty miles from Rio, and between 2000 and 3000 feet above the 
level of the sea. 


METROPOLITAN. 


NatioNAL EXHIBITION oF 1851.—A meeting of the 
inhabitants of the Borough took place on Monday evening at the 
Literary Institution, Southwark-road—Mr, Pritchard, High Bailiff, 
in the chair, The chairman, Lieut,-Colonel Reid, C.B., and Sir 
William Molesworth, Bart., M.P., addressed the meeting. ‘The 
honourable baronet concluded by moving a resolution to the effect 
that the proposal of Prince Albert for the exhibition of 1951 
deserved the cordial support of all classes, as it afforded an oppor- 
tunity for the development of the resources of this country and her 
colonies, and encouraged friendly intercourse with other nations, 
This was seconded by Mr. Simpson and carried unanimously. 


Tue British MusruM.—A special committee of the 
trustees appointed on the 4th of the last month, to take into con- 
sideration the remarks and Suggestions contained in the report of 
the commissioners of inquiry into the condition and government of 
the British Museum, have agreed to their report. The committee, 
after noticing the main observations and suggestions contained in 
the commissioners report, conclude thus: —‘‘ We feel that we 
have a right to require that, in forming a judgment on the conduct 
of those who, for a long series of years, have conducted the affairs 
of the Museum, and are responsible for the result, the general con- 
dition of the institution be taken into the account. n this head 
no detailed observations of our own are necessary; nor shall we 
refer to any other evidence in justification of the truatees than the 
report of the commissioners. We rely with confidence on the tes 
timony which that report supplies in favour of the general condition 
of the British Museum as compared with similar institutions in 
other countries—the management of its chief departments—the 
extent and value of its accumulated treasures—the facilities given 
for their inspection and use to men of science and to the public. 
If that testimony be correct, those who have had charge of the 
Museum cannot have been unfaithful to their trust; and we should 


have hoped that the mode in which they have exercised their func- 
tions of government could not 


have been deemed unsatisfactory.’’

rail from London to Holyhead came off on Monday morning ; half- 

ast seven o’clock. To facilitate the success of this critica oui 
tion a preliminary one had been gone through for the Butpose vf 
bringing the tube to a particular bearing point, ee i moma 
have to start for its ultimate destination a distance of some 2 
yards over the waters, to the base of the piers intended to support 
it. This latter movement, it will be remembered, involving a vast 
amount of cautious work, was accomplished a week or SHO, 8B by 
swinging the tube on its flotilla of pontoons round, so as sa ceeribe 
a semicircular sweep over the water of about 1600 feet, an thereby 
bringing it to the spot whence it started this morning. an he 
o’clock all engaged in the operation were at their posts. The Liver- 
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pool pilots were parcelled out by fifties at each of the four great 
capstans, the watchword was sent round from point to point along 
the straits by Captain Claxton through his speaking trumpet to 
ascertain that the tackle was right and tight, and by Mr. Stephen- 
son by means of flags and an alphabetical telegraph. At about a 
quarter to eight o’clock the land attachments were cut by a phalanx 
of seafaring men with axes, and the tube on its pontoons took the 
tide of the Menai, then at about 12 feet 9 inches in the ascendant, 
gradually increasing to 18 feet 6, and ultimately, by the time that it 
had reached the piers, a maximum of nearly 20 feet—far higher than 
was expected. It is unnecessary to detail operations necessarily 
hazardous at every repetition. ‘he pontoons having an aggregate 
maximum floating power of 3000 tons, the immense tube was con- 
veyed upon them to the towers in safety, ‘Chere were upon the tube 
in its transit Mr. Stephenson, M.P., Mr. Locke, M.P., Mr. Edwin 
Clarke, Mr. Brunel, Mr. Bidder, Mr. H. Lee, and Captain Claxton, 
Starting at a quarter to eight o’clock, the tube, amid the cheers of 
the multitude on either shore, ‘came home to the foot” of the 
piers at 19 minutes past eight o’clock, and at 86 minutes past eight 
it was placed successfully in the recesses of the tower on the Angle- 
sea side. Owing to the rapidity and precision with which the grand 
movement was accomplished, the whole only occupying about 
50 minutes, the tide was “taken” about 30 minutes at least too early. 
Owing to this the pontoons had to remain for nearly one hour under 
the tube until they could be removed, in effecting which one of 
them, with its 10-inch cable, from the rapid course of the tide, bore 
down a gigantic framework of some G60 feet high from one of the 
tubes, and which, had not the ear fortunately been fore- 
seen, and the coast cleared, might have fallen on many who were 
near it, but as regards everything else there was perfect freedom 
from accident. ‘The hydraulic apparatus is in its place, so that the 
raising of the tube will take place almost immediately after the 
necessary stonework at the side is built in, which will occupy about 
tendays. The fourth tube, which jg to complete the stupendous 
structure, will be floated about the 20th of July next, should the 
tides be sufficiently favourable. The weather was unexceptionably 
fine and favourable.

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES, 


DiapouicaAL MiscHigr,—Cornwaut.—aAn almost in- 
credible act of villany was perpetrated on Saturday last at North 
Pool Mine, Redruth, which, had the objects of the criminals been 
fully attained, would have caused serious destruction of property 
and life. It seems that, after all the underground men had cote 
up on Saturday evening from their labour, some infernal villains, 
bent on the wildest mischief, must have gone down thé footway 
shaft unobserved, and deposited parcels of greased hemp, tow, and 
other ignitable matters in Sundry places, about twelve fathoms 
below the surface, and set them on fire. The consequence was that 
the whole shaft timber-work to that depth spread into a blaze 
burning upwards, and causing great alarm to the surrounding 
neighbourhood, as no one could account for it. It was in some 
degree consolatory to know that, being Saturday evening, there was 
no probability of any loss of life or limb to parties in the mine, as 
no labourers need be at that hour and day below. But, on further 
search, it was found that the wretches had filled the keyhole of the 
powder-house door quite full with lucifer matches, which were 
partly consumed, but no further result happily ensued, as there was 
no danger to be expected, unless the woodwork had caught fire and 
communicated with the interior, in which case the powder, probably 
aton, or a ton and a half, must have been exploded, and ruin 
ensued to every building around, 


Distressing Occurrency—Two Persons DRowNneED. 
On Saturday afternoon last a most melancholy accident occurred in 
one of the ponds situated in the vicinity of the Lower-heath, Hamp- 
stead, which resulted in the death of Mr. Sibley, schoolmaster 
at Highgate, and of the son of Mr. Barnes, aged thirteen, of Breck- 
nock Villas, Camden-town, [t appears that Mr. Sibley left High- 
gate with his pupils, for the Purpose of walking to Hampstead, as 
was his usual custom, on Saturday afternoon, and while in the vici- 
nity of the ponds he was alarmed by the cries of a youth who was 
bathing, and seeing his dangerous and perilous situation, without 
a moment’s hesitation, or even removing his coat or hat, plunged 
into the pond, which is of Considerable depth, to rescue the unfor- 
tunate youth. In the struggles which ensued, from his noble and 
generous attempts to save the sinking lad, he became so faint and 
exhausted (although a very gooq swimmer) that, after several inef 
fectual efforts to gain the bank, they became victims to a watery 
and premature grave. The body of the unfortunate gentleman was 
taken out in about sixteen minutes, but life was completely extinct, 
although medical assistance wag speedily procured. The body of 
the ill-fated youth could not be found owing to the peculiarity of 
the construction of the ponds, which contain a narrow gully or 
ditch at the bottom, and his disconsolate father and friends were 
occupied for many hours in endeavouring in vain to discover its 
locality. As the morning dawned they resumed their painful 
labours, and at five o’clock the body was found not very far from 
the spot where they had both sunk” What throws an additional 
gloom over this fearful catastrophe is the fact that Mrs. Sibley had 
started from Highgate to meet her ill-fated husband, and the melane 
choly event was abruptly communicated to her by the pupils, the 
sudden shock almost depriving hey of reason,

assigning the precise cause of death. Owing to inquiries made b 

them the police have arrested four men, named William Jones, 
Enoch Jones, Morris Lewis, and John Rogers, and a woman named 
Elizabeth Jones, all of whom stand charged with being concerned in 
the homicide, and who will shortly undergo a further examination,

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TRAGICAL OccURRENCE ON THE SourH-WESTERN 
Rat~way.—On Monday evening an inquest was held at the Half. 
way public-house, Wandsworth, before Mr. W. Carter, one of the 
coroners for Surrey, on view of the remains of Mr. Robert Kemp, 
aged thirty-two years, a clerk to Messrs. Stephens, respectable coal- 
merchants at Padditgton, who committed a most deliberate and 
frightful act of delidesteilotion on Saturday evening last. From 
the evidence it appeared that the unfortunate deceased had, from 
some defaleations in his accounts, absconded from his situation 
about a week before, and on Saturday evening, at about ten minutes 
or a quarter of an hotir to five o’clock, on the approach of the two 
o’cloek up Southampton traiti, he rushed across the down line, and 
flung himself on the up rails. The engine-driver saw the unfortu- 
nate man’s deliberate act, and used every possible exertion to stop 
the engine, but this was quite impossible before, at least, half the 
train had passed over the poor man; reversing the engine, there- 
fore, would only have made matters worse, and he stopped the train 
as soon as it was practicable, Mr, Young, one of the principal 
officers of the company, was in the train at’ the time, and the in- 
stant the train stopped he jumped out, for the urpose of rendering 
all the assistance in his power, but, before redching the body, Morris, 
a porter on the line, and who was in one of the back trucks, got 
up toit. The shocking Spectacle which it presented it would be 
impossible to describe, Suffice it to say that it was torn to pieces 
the limbs scattered about in all directions, and ote of the legs,

a Ve perfect one, and the richness of the case, with its gold 
embellishments and hieroglyphieal characters, led to the belief 
that the investigation of the body would reveal certain pectliari- 
ties not commonly met with in mtimmies of Egyptian prepara- 
tion, The inscription on the external sutface of the case was 
read thus, ‘ Anchsenhesi,” or “She who lives by Isis,” thus at 
once determiting the sex of tha individual, Mr. Birch, of the 
British Museum, undertook the dusty labout of stripping, which 
occupied néarly an hour, The first discovery was that of the dorsal 
strap of leather extending in a chevron shape from the nape of 
the neck to the lower pu of the ribs, the lateral extremities being 
broader, and inscribed with certain characters descriptive of the 
family or individaal rank, &c., of the deceased. These pieces were 
carefully preserved; but they did not appear to be of sufficient 
extent to lead to any important result, Presently after a roll of 
papyrns was brought to light, inscribed with portions of the Egyp- 
ian ritual. The planch incision was laid bare, and the tin plate 
covering was removed; and further careful exploration revealed 
a very unusual feature—namely, a silver plate, inscribed with an 
eye, symbolical of the sun, over the region of the heart. The 
hands, on removal, proved to have been prepared with great care, 
all the fingers being encased in silver previous to the application 
of the coating of bitumen. It was obvious that the subject had 
been of wealth and rank, and had lived from One thousand to 
twelve hundred years before Christ, or about three thousand years 
from the present time. The mummy was one of the most inte- 
resting that has been examined for some years, 

LANDING oF AN ELEPHANT.—The Trafalgar East 
Indiaman landed on Monday in the East India Docks a remarka- 
bly beautiful specimen of the above animal, which has been pur- 
chased for the Royal Surrey Zoological Gardens, and (out of 
compliment to the hero after whose achievement the ship wds named) 
christened ‘ Nelson.’’ ;

arene: The execution of the 
unfortunate Katharine Howard 
in Feb., 1642, took place about 
twelve months before the death 
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of Lord Latimer, and from her reputation, both for wealth 
and learning, Katharine was frequently solicited to enter for 
a third time the bonds of matrimony. Sir Thomas Sey- 
mour, a younger brother of the afterwards Protector Somerset, 
was apparently one of her most devoted lovers, and had Katha- 
rine consulted her inclination, instead of permitting ambition 
to step in the way, she would probably have preferred him to the 
royal suitor who offered her a more important destiny. Henry, 
from the time of Katharine Howard’s execution, had remained a 
most discontented widower, and his ruminations during this period 
seem to have determined him never again to be deceived by per- 
sonal advantages alone; he therefore made a most apparently 
judicious selection in his sixth wife, though it will appear that she 
was afterwards considered to interfere with his dignity, by being 
too acute and clever in mental acquirements. The nuptials between 
the royal pair were solemnized at Hampton Court by the Bishop of 
Winchester, and the Princesses Mary and Elizabeth were permitted 
to be present. ‘It is scarcely possible,”? says Miss Strickland, 
“ but the cheek of Katharine must have blanched when the nuptial 


| ring was placed on her finger by the ruthless hand that had signed 
the death-warrant of two of his consorts within the last seven 
years.” 


The excellent judgment of Katharine, however, led her to deter- 
mine on making herself as necessary as possible to the personal 
comfort of him whose fetter she had put on, and thus to spare her- 
gelf from being lightly thrown aside. This the premature old age 
and increasing disease of the unhappy King enabled her to do, and 
she devoted herself to the duties of a nurse in particulars which it 
would perhaps astonish our fair readers to know that one so exaltcd 
could be suffered to perform. From the first moment of her mar- 
riage, and long before the King had taken any decided step in 
favour of the new doctrines of the Reformation, Katharine displayed 
the interest she rely felt for the good cause ; and, in fact, was so 
truly and emphatically Protestant, in the full extent and meaning 
of the phrase, that her accession to the throne may justly be con- 
sidered as one of the happy coincidences which Beaad in the estab- 
lishment of the Reformation in England. And it is quite certain 
that her pious sincerity led her to do this at the peril of her life, for 
it is well known that the Lord Chancellor Wriothesley and Gar- 
diner Bishop of Winchester, those powerful enemies of the Refor- 
mation, conspired not only her downfal but her death. 
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Early in the year 1644 King Henry gave the most indubitable 
tokens of the influence Katharine had acquired over his mind, by 
causing an act of Parliament to be passed which settled the royal 
succession on any children she might have if Prince Edward died 
without issue. This act was made preparatory to an expedition 
against the French King, and previous to his departure he appuinted 
Katharine to govern the realm in his absence, under the the title of 
Queen Regent of England and Ireland. She was the only Queen 
on whom such an honour was solemnly conferred, and who thus 
signed herself. 

n Miss Evrett Wood’s “ Letters of Illustrious Ladies” are two 
or three very interesting ones written by Queen Katharine to 
Henry in France. In one she speaks of having despatched a mes- 
senger with a supply of £30,000 for carrying on the war; and in 
another says, ‘that the lords of her council have taken orders for 
sending ever 2000 shovels, if they could get so man .>* After his 
return from France, Katharine’s influence over Henry increased 
more and more, from her valuable aid in the fits of illness which 
now rarely left him; but even these soothing attentions did not 
save her from the effects of his mean and irritable temper, goaded 
as it was into action by the machinations of her enemies. 

The Queen, in her hours of domestic privacy, had been accus-

Henry, 
still piqued at.her former opposition, replied, ‘* Not so; by 
St. Mary, you are become a doctor; Kate, to instruct, not to be 
instructed!” She then again respectfully assured him that she 
should never have presumed to argue with him on any subject, 
except with the hope of amusing his mind, and thus divert it from 
dwelling on his painful infirmities, and with a view of also profiting 
by his superior learning. ‘Is it even so, sweetheart ?”’ replied the 
ing, ‘ then we are perfect friends again.’’ He then embraced her 
with great cordiality, assuring her that she might depend upon his 
alfection, While walking with him in the garden next day, the 
Chanceilor appeared with a guard to conduct her and several other 
ladies tothe Tower. The King stepped aside to speak with him, 
and was heard to call him ‘‘ knave, fool, and beast,’’ and order him 
to quit his presence, The Queen, who knew not his errand, inter- 
ceded in his favour; and Henry exclaimed, ‘‘ Poor soul! thou 
little knowest how ill he deserves thy good offices.” The Bishop of 
Winchester was expelled from the council by his fickle master, and, 
though the prelate evaded further disgrace by the most abject sub- 
mission, he could never again reinstate himself in his Sovereign’s 
good graces, It is said that Henry was afterwards induced to lend 
an ear to insinuations against his faithful Queen and nurse, and 
that these were only stopped by his death, which took place in 
January, 1547, 

After the death of her third husband, an event which Katharine 
tay be excused for looking on as a fortunate release from domestic 
tyranny, Sir Thomas Seymour, it is more to be feared from avarice 
than love, again proposed for her hand. Katharine was not only 
entitled to the dower of a Queen, but had amassed considerable 
wealth, both from her former marriages, and by the indulgence of 
Henry; but the expectation of Sir ‘Thomas received a little check 
by a decision of the lords of the council requiring the restoration of 
the crown jewels:—which she claimed as a present, and they as 
a loan from her royal husband. The marriage of Katharine cer- 
tainly took place after a very short interval from the death of 
Henry, and so anxious was she in giving way to her own 
Jove and the importunity of her lover, that, having procured a 
letter from the young King, whose affection for her led him into 
sanctioning the marriege, she was persuaded into a clandestine 
union, ‘The ambition of Sir Thomas led him to shortly regret that 
wealth had blinded him to the fact that the young Princess 
Elizabeth might have been within his reach, and he blamed him- 
self for the precipitate union with his old love, which had excluded 
him from the pursuit of so noble a prize. The attentions paid by 
him to the young and attractive Princess, who is said to have been 
quite willing to receive them, gave great rise to scandal, and 
roused the jealousy of his wife so effectually as not only to em- 
bitter her short period of married life, but to hasten her death. 
This event occurred in her 36th year, after the pains and perils of 
giving birth to a daughter, and at the time it was attributed to the 
treacherous aid of poison. 

After the death of Katharine, who, though so often a wife, seems 
to have known but little of the real happiness attendant on a 
married life, the will of Henry VIII. was found to preclude the 
Princess Elizabeth from any right to the throne if she contracted a 
clandestine marriage ; and the aspiring Sir Thomas determined to 
devise means for gaining the consent of the council. Such pro- 
ceedings were construed into an act of treason against his brother, 
the Protector, and, combined with other charges, led not to a royal 
marriage, but to the scaffold. Sir Thomas Seymour was executed 
but a few weeks after the death of his hapless wife. 

During a long lapse of years it was not known where Katharine 
either died or was buried, until a MS. concerning her funeral at 
Sudley Castle, Gloucestershire, a place belonging tothe Seymours, 
was published in Rudder’s history of that county. This account, 
says Dr. Nash in a paper on the subject in the ‘ Archwologia,” 
excited the curiosity of some ladies who happened to be in the 
castle in May, 1752, and they were led to examine the ruins of the 
chapel, Here they found a block of alabaster in the north wall, 
which they imagined might be the back of a monument formerly 
Dasha there; and, on opening the ground not far from the wall, a 

eaden envelope was discovered about a foot from the surface. This 
they opened in two places, on the face and breast, and found within a 
human body wrapped in cerecloth, on removing which covering 
from the face the features, particularly the eyes, were in so perfect 
a state of preservation that the ladies, alarmed at the sight, and at 
the smell of the cerecloth which still retained the aromatic odour 
of the gums and drugs used in burial, ordered the ground to be 
immediately thrown in again. Unfortunately, though they ob. 
served enough of the inscription on the coffin to be convince that 
it was the body of Queen Katharine, they neglected to close up the 
cerecloth and case, and in May, 1784, when some persons again 
opened the grave, it was found that the face was entirely destroyed, 
atid nothing remained but the bones. It was then immediately 
covered up, but in 1786 a scientifie exhumation took place, and the 
miserable relics of mortality were again exposed to the atmosphere, 

The Queen must have been of low stature, as the lead which 
enveloped the corpse was but five feet four inches in lenath. The 
letters K. P. were above the inscription on her leaden coffin—a sig. 
‘Nature commonly used by her, though sometimes she signed herse 
“ Kateryn the Quene.” Though twice matried before she became a 
royal widow, she retained her maiden name. Elizabeth, the wife 
of seat? IV., was also thus distinguished by her maiden name of 
Woodville, instead of her matrimonial one of Grey: Migs Strick.

A book of “original stories’’ (what does the term precisely 
mean?) and * sketches ” touching the wonderful game of chess ! 
This is evidently the production of a very clever man—clever 
in a literary point of view—and a great boon, doubtless, he has 
conferred on all lovers of the royal game. Perhaps the fact 
that it will be peculiarly agreeable to them, while in one respect 
it will be its recommendation, will in another make it a dead 
letter tothe million. This, however, is no great harm, as books 
are not bought by the million; and perhaps the safest rad 
to secure a circulation would be to address aclass. But there 
are some brisk passages, the fault being that a general reader 
will not be able to separate what is “ story’ from what is real. 

We cannotimagine a better subject for a magnificent descrip- 
tion than a game of chess between two first-rate hands. 
Writers of fiction have held the breath of their readers by 
‘‘hairbreadth ’scapes’’ of less interest than the even balance 
of a game towards. its conclusion, The passage we are about 
to quote was not written with the intention here meant, but 
it shows a power to carry out such a design :— 


LA BOURDONNAIS, 


‘You have never seen La Bourdonnais at chess? Come, then 
although late, this is a glorious Opportunity. He is about to give 
the rook to Boissy d’Anglas, pair de France; let us hasten to get 
a favourable position for looking on. The spectators of the duel 
are no mean men :—General Haxo, who commanded the artillery 
for the Son of Thunder at Waterloo; Méry, the poet; Lacretelle, 
the naturalist; Calvi, Chamouillet, Robello, and others of the 
élite, are in the press; while the venerable Chevalier de Barneville, 
nearly ninety years of age, who has played with Philidor and with 
Jean Jacques, serves as the connecting link of three generations, 
and reminds one of Philidor himself come back to witness the 
triumphs of his illustrious heir, I would rather play chess a day 
with De la Bourdonnais than spend a week with Sardanapalus.

“Steady and ready’ is the motto of Dela Bourdonnais. If 
challenged to engage in an important match, no preparation is 
required beyond half an hour’s notice, He will play you at any 
time, by night or by day, or both; tendering freely the most liberal 
odds, bis stake being from one frane to a hundred. If any one 
mode of training for the battle be more in favour with our chief 
than another, it is perhaps that of Gargantua, who, when he came 
to the Paris schools to dispute with the sages of the Seine, ‘re- 
freshed himself,’ says Rabelais, ‘two or three days, making very 
merry with his folks, and inquiring what men of learning there 
were in the city, and what wine they drank there.’

thirdly, they occupy and amuse the mind, as much as light litera- 
ture, without that strain upon the sight and the brain which the 
eager reading of an exciting tale never fails to produce. I am 
aware that there is one class of persons on whose spirits music 
makes little or no impression; and another, less insensible, but 
who would deny that the pleasure they derive from music is to be 
compared with the charm of light literature. The first class of 
persons is, happily, a very small one, so small that one may put 
them into the same category with the deafanddumb, For I am 
inclined to think that in that class I have styled ‘ insensible” 
there are many who do like some particular kinds of music; for 
instance, a military band, or an exquisite voice, a flute, or an organ, 
T have known to please people who disliked the sound of the piano 
or violin. And with regard to persons of the second class, who 
are far more numerous than the first, I am convinced that it is 
want of musical education alone that prevents their feeling the 
magic power that exists in harmony. 

I have begun by taking the above ground for my argument in 
favour of its being a duty to cultivate our musical taste. I have 
said so far only what might be adduced in favour of cultivating a 
love for the country, for gardening, for sketching, for home 
occupations. All these are innocent and healthful recreations, well 
calculated to fill up profitably that leisure time which hangs so 
heavily on the hands of many ladies, urging some into a never- 
ending round of visiting, others into incessant novel-reading, both 
of which may be classed as mental dram-drinking. But, besides the 
reasons I have given for cultivating love of music, there exists 
another of a higher nature. The human soul is capable of feelin 
that music has some mysterious connection with the unseen world. 
The common expression ‘‘ heavenly sound’’ shows how deeply this 
idea is planted in ournature, Just consider what music is, how it 
is produced, and what sensations and thoughts it creates in those 
who hear it. Is it not a wonderful thing? How can we account 
for its strange power? Looking at it in a matter-of-fact way, we 
behold nothing which will seem to us an adequate cause for the 
effect produced. The experimental philosopher will tell us it is 
only a vibration in the air; but how can merely mechanical 
action affect the mind and heart? I am not speaking of singing, 
because one might say that the words, the associations connected 
with a song, would have a strong influence on the listener; but I 
am supposing music to be sound, and nothing more, andit isin this 
form that it isso wonderful a thing. How astonishing that mere 
vibration in the air should have power to tell us things which no 
words could ever express! Where can we discover that subtle 
essence, more rapid and penetrating than the electric fluid, which 
dwells in fine music, and has power to make us turn pale with awe, 
glow with warmth, shed tears of joy or of sorrow, thrill with inde- 
scribable, incomprehensible, sensations, and grow faint with the 
intensity of the enjoyment? Is it reasonable to attribute the power 
of music to anything mechanical? No; as the poet’s soul speaks 
to us through the vehicle of words and letters, so does the com- 
poser’s soul reveal itself to us by means cf musical instruments, 
Let us not use words in a formal, canting, manner, without weigh- 
ing their meaning. I have spoken of the soul. Consider what the 
human soulis. ‘that portion of our nature which was created in 
the image of God. It is from the soul that proceed that love of 
truth and beauty, that longing for perfection, that pleasure in acts of 
benevolence, that yearning after the mysterious andthe unseen, which 
one finds in persons of a poetic turn of mind, and in all young people 
who have not been early exposed to the blighting influence of worldli- 
ness. Persons who have been trained up ina dry, prosaic system of 
education see nothing in nature beyond a vast storehouse of useful 
and agreeable articles spread out for the benefit of man and beast. 
And in art they see no more than a certain amount of human 
ingenuity and industry, well calculated to amuse an idle hour. 
They see, in short, only the external portion of nature and art—of 
that part which is not revealed by the senses they know nothing. 
They are too deaf to hear the low, sweet voice of nature, too blind 
to see the faint reflection of heavenly fire which glows in the lamp 
of art. I do not blame persons of this turn of mind for condemn- 
ing the occupation of an artist—for calling it frivolous, worldly, 
useless, or worse than useless. For, truly, were there nothing 
loftier or deeper in art than that mechanical skill which the multi- 
tude too often hold to be its highest excellence, then would the 
life of an artist be a low, sordid trade, far more contemptible than 
that of the cobbler or the tinker, inasmuch as it would be a trade 
dispensable as respects society, and therefore less manly. 

Alas! must I say it? We have in these days too many artists 
undeserving of the lofty title—too many who are mere picture- 
mongers or sound-spinners, and who seem to have realized the 
ingenious Mr. Dousterswivell’s idea of multiplying creations of the 
mind by the aid of machinery! And so it will continue until art in 
its higher walk is more generally cultivated by amateurs. Artists 
must live; and while the public taste demands flimsy, trashy works 
of art, there will always be a large class of painters and musicians 
ready to supply thatdemand. Neither have we any right to blame 
them for gaining their livelihood by executing what will bring 
them food and raiment instead of what would bring them barren 
laurels, if indeed it brought so much as that, It is all very fine to 
talk of artists pandering to the public, poets selling Pegasus to 
draw the plough or a strolling player’s caravan, and so forth. 
Every artist who lives by his profession feels that ‘* they who live 
to please must please to live.’ The reformation must begin in 
another quarter; and, as music (though without any reason) is 
considered to be a feminine accomplishment, and consequently that 
the greater number of music publishers and music masters look 
upon the ladies of England as their patronesses, on this account it 
seems advisable for all those who have the cause of music at heart 


to do what they can to induce their fair countrywomen to study the 
art in the right way. hinhy 


CHURCH AND UNIVERSITY. 


CONSECRATION OF St, BARNABAS CHURCH, PIMLI00,—Tuesday, being 
the feast of St. Barnabas, was devoted to a solemnity of no ordinary interes¢ 
to the Church in an important district of the metropolis, The Church of 
St. Barnabas is of the first pointed or early English style.

FINE ARTS. 


Tue ScuLtprure Room oF THE Royal ACADEMY.— 
A locale more disgraceful than the ‘ well-hole’ appropriated to 
sculpture in the Royal Academy it is difficult to conceive, All 
objects of all kinds are necessarily huddled together, and anything 
like choice of, or appropriate, light is impossible It would seem 
as though sculpture were studiously degraded. Indeed, it have 
long concluded that a proper appreciation of the art was unknown 
to the Royal Academy. Otherwise, why is it that the greatest 
sculptor of the day—now, alas! and so recently, deceased—why is it 
that R. J. WYATT was not an Academician? It is with a feeling 
of great depression that we now look upon his exquisite 
‘Huntress’ (No. 1294), wherein the sense of beauty and fitness, 
combined with an etherealized feeling for the antique, have been 
carried to perfection—a word we use not carelessly, but with a due 
regard to its high significance, The ‘ Virginius of M Dowell 
(No. 1295), though a work great in extent, and demanding on his 
part much thought, we do not like. The subject is, in truth, an 
“akin” to sculpture, which, in its purity, shuns everything like 
the more exaggerated phases of dramatic action. But the same 
artist’s ‘ Psyche ’ (No. 1308), expressive of the ‘* sorrowing heart, 
is beautiful; a gentle and a very captivating work of art. So is a 
‘ Bather,’ by J. Lawler (No. 1316), a name unknown to fame, but 
which, if he continue in the right path, must necessarily, ere long, 
be recorded within the Temple, The ‘ Beatrice (No. 13803) of 
Mr. Hancock deserves very high praise. He has overcome extra- 
ordinary difficulties in giving to the garbed figure so much of light- 
ness and of undulating grace, The face of this enthralling statue is 
a veritable inspiration, and a worthy reflection of the poetical 
original. F

The same 
artist exhibits No, 1856, a head of the MADONNA, Strongly mani- 
festing his power in depicting true dignity without at all sacrificing 
natural sweetness. We congratulate Mr, Jennings on the successful 
treatment of these subjects, and hope to meet with many future 
efforts of his genius. We shall return to this room on a future 
occasion. 


Tue Britisn Insrrryrion,—Among the most inte- 
resting and certainly the most valuable of the pictorial exhibitions 
of the scason is that annually afforded by the governors and sub- 
scribers of the British Institution, when, as our readers are aware, 
the owners of pictures by the great ancient and living masters allow 
them to be withdrawn from their private collections in various parts 
of the country and brought together for the delectation and instruc- 
tion of amateurs, artists, and the public generally. The exhibition 
on Saturday last was the 87th, and the pictures contributed on this 
occasion (numbering 171 in all) present a greater variety than 
usual, and are lent by a greater number of owners, A large 
assemblage of the nobility attended the private view.

Tue CuInese JuNK,—This very extraordinary specimen 
of naval architecture has been at length safely docked and moored 
at the Temple-stairs, where it can now be seen with the greatest 
possible ease—parties walking on board without any danger 
or inconvenience.

It 
was at first feared that it would be necessary to cut her down seve- 
ral feet in order to pass under the bridges, but, after much consi- 
deration, it was determined to sink the hull five or six feet by 
ballast, and the masts and spars having been got out, and advan- 
tage taken of a very low ebb tide, the removal was at length accom- 
plished. She is now lying in an admirably-constructed dock, and 
her remarkable peculiarities are viewed to great advantige.

RAISED CROCHET. 
OTTOMAN CUSHION. 

‘Iaterials.—Half an ounce of green, half an ounce of scarlet, 
half an ounce of amber shaded Berlin wool ; three skeins of 
puce, six skeins of white, six skeins of gold colour, one 
ounce of black, and four shades of green, four skeins of each 
shade; three shades of crimson, four skeins of each shade ; 
two skeins of brown single Berlin wool or chenille; Penelope 
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TOILET CUSHION. 


With shaded crimson work 9 long stitches on 4 piece of wool, 
draw the wool together go as to form a eircle, and work 4 
rounds, increasing in every stitch in the first round, in every 
alternate in the second, and in the same stitch in each of the 
following rounds; then work a round with shaded amber, one 
with white, one with black, and one with gold colour, Now 
work 9 rounds with black, the Ist round, 1 long, 2 chain, miss 
1; the 2nd, 3 chains between the long stitches; the 8rd, 
3 chain; the 4th, 4 chain between the long. Work the long 
above the long, and increase the chains as may be necessary to 
keep the work flat. Work a round with gold colour in double 
crochet, then a round with puce in close long stitches, increas- 


ling at intervals. Work a round in double crochet with gold 


colour; then a round with the darkest shade of green in close 
long stitches. 

Now form the corners as follows:—With the darkest green 
make a chain measuring two inches more than one quarter of 


the round already worked; work 2 rows with each shade, 1 
‘long, 3 chain, and leave a square unworked at the beginning 


and end of each row. Begin and end each row with a plain 
stitch, and work the long stitches above the long in the pre- 
ceding row. Work four corners and crochet to the centre, 
Then work a round of long stitches with gold colour, one with

white and one with each shade of crimson, finishing with the 
darkest. 
Now work the flowers and leaves as follows :—

Work 9 long stitches on a piece of wool, draw this together

thus all round. Work a second round of petals within the 
outer, then a third and a fourth; then work 4 chain, 1 single 
four times in the centre of the flower. ‘Two crimson roses, one 
white, and one amber, are required. 

The Dahlias, 

Work a round the size of half-a-crown in double crochet, 
then 1 long, 5 chain round the edge, missing 2 stitches. Work 
4 rounds, 1 plain, 5 chain, one within the other, and finish 
with 4 loops of green. _‘T'wo puce, one white, and one yellow 
dahlia are required. In the white dahlia introduce a few 
loops at one side of the palest pink, and make the centres of 
the puce dahlias yellow.

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Work the rose leaves with olive greens, and the dahlia leaves 
French greens, and the stems which connect the flowers with 
brown. This is simply done by working a long piece in chain 
stitch and placing it between the flowers, 

The Leaves. 

Make a chain of 18 stitches, work down this in single 
crochet, then in the third stitch work 1 long; in fourth, 2 
double long; in the fifth, 1 long and 1 single; repeat thus to 
the end of chain. Then work down the reverse side. Ten 
French green and six olive green leaves are required. Arrange 
the flowers and leaves around the cushion on the black ground, 
as in illustration, in the following order: — White dahlia, 
yellow dahlia, dark crimson rose, puce dahlia, white rose, 
yellow rose, lilac dahlia, pale red rose, The introduction of one 
or two brown leaves adds to the effect, and the leaves must be 
arranged according to the taste of the worker, Sew on with 
green cotton on the wrong side, Line with white silk, Make 
the underpart of the cushion with crimson velvet or damask. 
Edge with a cord, and place a tassel at each corner,
